Tho weather in Mississippi reminds 


ono aC a northern summer, Mr. More- 
land writes. Roaes are in bloom, and 
tho men sit upon the'porches of their 
houses with their coats oil! ana thalr 
shirt alcoves rolled up. 


Preparations are now Vicing ma do 


to plant the spring crops of sweet po- 
tatoes, sugar cane, corn and cotton. 
On account of the sandy nature oC the 
soil, the farmers-cannot raise timothy 
or clover, and 'grass only -grows in 
ptiU'hea. Cow peas are raised to feed 
uattlo and horses. 


The greater majority of the people 


living: in that section oC Mississippi 
are of the poorer class. There is lit- 
tle money in circulation, and when « 
man wants to have any extra -wont 
clone, he usually has a' neighbor as- 
sist him for a few days, and then ho 
helps tho neighbor with any work 
which he may desire (Hone. 


Many of the people have never seen 


improved 
Cnrming 
machinery 
and 


continue using1 the old methods' em- 
ployed, by their forefathers 50 years 
ugo. T-hey appw to be perfectly con- 
tented with their lot arid do not card 
to Improvo it. 
As a rule the people are most cor-' 


dtal In their relations with each 'other 
and particularly is this trait notice- 
able when they meet a stranger. Thoy 
throw their doors open and invite him 
In to a, meal,'and. seem hurt if their 
'offerMs .rejected.
